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CHAPTER 320

AN ACT to create 340.01 (15a) of the statutes, relating to the definition of
drawbar.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

340.01 (15a) of the statutes is created to read:

340.01 (15a) "Drawbar" means a rigid structure forming a connection
between 2 vehicles, securely attached to both vehicles by non-rigid means,
and carrying no part of the load of either vehicle. The surface to which
the drawbar is attached shall be of sufficient strength to prevent failure
under all conditions of operation, including the coupling platform and its
attaching members or weldments which is attached to the towing vehicle,
and shall otherwise comply with s. 347.47.
